; Such, reforms as these are no doubt needed. But 
much more -.'needs to be and must be done if. the pub- 
lic— workers included—is to be [protected against ar- 
bitrary and "unjustifiable union spower. This bill 
only scratches the surface. , S .>--V-.-. 

For example, it does nothing about organiza- 
tional . picketing _and_secondary. boycotts. Time and 
time again these Weapons Have -been used against 
business establishments far removed from the seat 
of labor troubles concerned. The . pickets, common- 
ly, are not ana have not been employes of the busi- 
nesses in question. These" tactics -.can - be—ruinous— 
to such businesses as retailing. A., store can't oper- 
ate unless goods can move freely in and out. And 
business lost is never regained — the customers who are 
frightened off go elsewhere. 

Another urgent need is to give state courts great- 
er authority in labor disputes— an authority they 
used- to have, but which has largely been preempted 
by the Federal government. As matters stand now, 
it is common for 'businesses to find themselves de- 
prived of access to any court for relief or protection 
against unfair union labor practices. 

These reforms, it should be noted, would be of 
particular service to small business — the kind of 
business which lacks the resources to keep going in 
the face of "blackmail" tactics. The unions would not 
be denied any legitimate right. They, would, instead, 
simply be compelled to meet standards of conduct 
imposed on everyone else. The union member him- 
self and his family would undoubtedly benefit.

"was requested to administer 'the pro- 
gram. 

The AAAS was organized in 1848 
and is the oldest national scientific 
society. It is a federation -of 2*79 
scientific and professional societies 
and has over 56,000 individual mem- 
bers. It accepted the NSF grant, 
and in 1955 selected and adminis- 
tered the first library of 150 books 
which circulated to 66 schools. From 
this modest beginning the program 
has expanded until during 1958-59 
the library will go to about 1,400 
schools in every State in the Union, 
Hawaii, Alaska, The Canal Zone, 
Puerto Rico, the American Comimyi- 
ity School of Paris (France), and

Municipalities of the United States 
were using red ink, the Taxpayers' 
Federation of Illinois commented 
today in reviewing the financial 
picture owelty governments during 
their fiscal years that ended in 
fl957j Comparisons of major income 
and outgo figures, as compiled by 
the U. 3, Department of Commerce, 
Bureau of Census, shows' that: --;. 

General revenue was less than: 
general expenditures by $381 mil- 
lion, or 4 per cent; 

General borrowing exceeded gen-; 
eral debt . redemption by $734 .mil- 
lion, or 80.1 per cent; . ''; 

General' revenue and general bor- 
rowing combined were greater than 
general expenditure and general re- 
demption by $353 million, or 3.4 per 
cent, ■ , /v." ': ; IE^- : " 

Although there was an increase of 
$723 million in general revenue for 
1957 over 1958 for the more than 
17,000 municipalities in the United 
States (more than any previous an- 
nual Increase), general expenditures 
rose at a greater speed for the same 
period. 

'^Property taxes, continuing as the 
predominant revenue 'source for 
municipal governments, yielded 
$4,251 million Tii 1957, or 0.7 per. 
cent' more than in 1958. However, 
collections of- sales *§nd gross re- 
ceipts taxes continued to increase 
at a greater rate than property tax 
revenue, totalling $801 million in 
1957 as against $521 million in 1958 
and $433 million in 1955. 

On the spending side of the ledger, 
expenditures for municipal services 
in 1057 also set a new record. For 
instance, expenditures for high- 
ways In 1957 amounted to $1,323 
million, or 11.8 per cent more than 
in the previous year. Expenditures 
for sanitation, third ranking muni- 
cipal function, totalled $1,150 mil- 
lion in 1957, or 8.3 per cent over 
1958. City spending for police 
and fire protection was also up". ' 

In Illinois, there are 28 cities with 
population over 25,000 serving ap- 
proximately 5,000,000 residents. 
These cities had a general revenue 
income of $355,981,000 in 1957, but a 
total expenditure of $407,404,000. 
Property taxes and sales taxes were 
the principal revenue producers, 
while highway building and police 
protection ranked one-two on the 
city expense page. 

Thus, some municipalities, like the 
Federal and many State govern- 
ments, have an unbalanced finan- 
cial scale. Two ways to help bal- 
ance it are: (1) Restraint on the part 
of the public in demanding more 
services; and (2) A firm stand by 
municipal officials in resisting ex- 
penditures for non-essential pur- 
poses. "I'll take less from govern- 
ment if government takes less from 
me" is a good slogan to follow.

CHICAGO— Cool weather demand 
builds pressure under all roasts as 
consumers switch to heavier fare. 
The faster movement in channels, 
clears'" market backlogs and firms 
wholesale and ' retail prices;. 

At the same time, low-cost: beef 
in all other classes ; also tends, to 
strengthen to reach slightly higher 
cost, levels. 'This is -offset to con- 
sumer advantage by lower prices for 
selected pork, lamb, veal and poul- 
try. Fresh and. cured pork in -par- 
ticular will be improved relative 
values by the week's end. 

In this relative repositioning, 
prices on beef roasts and some other 
beef items increased just enough 
(while other meats dropped) to war- 
rant exemption from the weekly 
market value. rating by the Univer- 
sity of Illinois consumer service food 
survey. On the U of I value list, 
for the week ending Sept. 20, ap- 
pears pork, roasts, spare ribs, bacon, 
hams, lamb shoulder roasts and 
chops, and fryers, turkey and stew- 
ing hens. 

It should be noted that while 
showing lower prices, veal (slightly 
improved in quality) is still short 
supplied and not considered a clear- 
cut market value from,- a general 
availability standpoint. Cattlemen 
are holding vealers (slaughter 32% 
below year-ago) because of the ex- 
cellent abundant feed-lotir cost ratio; 
enabling them to rebuild herds. 
This indicates another peaking cat- 
tle population by 1960, probably 
with new low beef costs at that 
time. 

Expected hog arrivals account for 
the improving pork values, such as 
49-5Sc for fresh Boston butts and 
.75c for smoked. Government pur- 
chase of poultry to the tune of one 
million pounds a week fail to dent 
the heavy production supplies, so 
that birds hold an undisputed con- 
sensus value position. For instance, 
consensus prices of 45c show for 
turkey, 35c for fryers, and 35-39c 
for stewing hens. 

Produce values include Delicious 
and Macintosh apples, honeydew 
melons, cauliflower, sweet potatoes 
and cabbage. Cranberries herald 
fall arrivals of other items. Other- 
wise, produce markets are little 
changed, except to note that rains 
and early frosts begin to reduce 
nearby supplies, with higher prices 
for such items as cucumbers, let- 
tuce, peppers, sweetcorn, snap beans 
ancjr spinach. 

At dairy counters, processed 
cheese and eggs warrant a special
